SOMBS EXPLODED IN JUAREZ 


Chihuahua, Mex., April 2.—Thirty-four reb- 
ds were killed and scores were wounded ina 
fight between 850 federal soldiers and 150 
insurrectos at Aldama on Friday night. 

The insurrectos are said to have been shot 
down like rabbits in a running fight follow- 
ing a surprise attack by the federals. Diaz's 
poldiers declare they lost only four men 
killed, two of whom were Heutenants. 

The rout followed an orgy which the in- 
gurrectos staged after they had marched 
into Aldama without resistance early on Fri- 
day. Not antticipating attack, their officers 
issued invitations to a dance, and then began 
the killing of twenty head of cattle, announc- 
ing that they were preparing the beef for 
the supper of 1,000 rebela encamped some 
distance south of the city of Chihuahua. 

At the dance both the rebe! hosts and their 
guests drink heavily, and late in the night 
the insurrecto camp wes pitched in a grove

erals launched their attack, and few of the 
‘febels had thier guna, They fled toward the 
town and were shot down as they ran.

DIES IN NEW YORK; 
HAD TRAGIC LIFE 


Widow of One Time Chicago 
Traction Magnate Succumbs 
to Grip and Worry. 


LITIGATION 10 CONTINUE 


Estate of Millions Bas Been Con- 
Stantly in te Courts for

Mrs. Mary Adelaide Yerkes, widow of 
Charles T. Yerkes, one time west side trac- 
tion magnate in Chicago, and divorced wife 
of Wilson Mizner, author and playwright, 
died last night at her residence, 871 Madison 
avenue, New York. She had been ill about 
five weeks with grip. The strain of pro- 
longed litigation over the vast estate left by 
her husband was a contributing cause to 
her death. 

At the death bed when the end came to Mrs. 
Yerkes were her three sisters, Mrs. Harry 
Sanderson of Philadelphia, Mrs. E. Stockton, 
also of Philadelphia, and Mrs. Charles Sims 
of New York. When it was seen that the end 
was near three brothers who live in Philade!- 
phia were telegraphed for. 

Efforts were made last night on receipt of 
the news of Mrs. Yerkes’ death to com muni- 
cate with her stepson, Charlies E. Yerkes, 
who lives in Evanston. No one answered 
repeated calls for the residence, and it is 
assumed Mr. Yerkes and the members of his 
family are out of the city. 


Litigation Still Involved. 

Litigation tn which Mrs. Yerkes has been 
involved for years is apparently no nearer 
settlement at the time of her death than it 
has been at any previous time. The fight 
will continue, according to her attorneys, 
through the executor of her will. 

Trouble has followed trouble in her life 
until] her last yeare were as tragic ahd ro- 
mantic as the death of her famous husband, 
Charlies T. Yerkes, in New York on Dec. 
28, 1905. “ 

Here are some of the principal events that 
marred her happiness in the last years of 
her life: 

Charles T. Yerkes died, whether reconciled 
to his wife or not, no one but Mrs. Yerkes 
knew. They had a death hed meeing, but 
what happened there never was told. 

Mre. Yerkes married Wilson Mizner three 
weeks after her husband's death. Mizner 
was poor, though always living in the most 
luxurious style. The wedding was secret and 
was denied repeatedly, but at last was con- 
firmed. 


Romance Lasts Two Weeks, 

Mrs. Yerkes separated from Mizner hardly 
more than two weeks after their marriage. 
She was disillusionized, Mizner having asked 
for too much spending money and demanding 
that she make a will in his favor. Her 
friends told her that the marriage was the 
result of a plot, in which two women and two 
men, all of whom had posed as her closest 
friends, had attempted to get control of her 
estate. 

Mrs. Yerkes, after the separation from 
Mizner, resumed the name of Yerkes and 
goon afterward sued Mizner for divorce, 
naming other women as having won his 
affections. The case dragged along in the 
courts and a decree of divorce was not made 
final until Aug. 24, 1907. She is said to have 
paid Mizner $20,000 to get rid of him. 

Mizner, prior to his escapade with Mrs. 
Yerkes, had been a gold prospector in the 
Klondike, but without much success. After 
being divorced from Mrs. Yerkes he returned 
to magazine writing and later he colizborated 
with Paul Armstrong in the writing of “ The 
Deep Purple.”’ 


Operation Saves Her Life. 
Shortly after her divorce from Mizner Mrs. 
Yerkes was stricken with appendicitis, and 


1 at one time was in imminent peril of death. 


An operation, performed at her residence, be- 
cause there was not time to take her to a 
hospital, saved her life. 

The bitter fight over her estate developed 
when Mrs. Yerkes started sult for the re- 
moval of Louis 8. Owsley as executor of her 
hueband’s will, charging thet Owsley was 
wasting the estate. She lost the suit, Pro- 
bate Judge Cutting holding that Mr. Owsley 
had acted for the best interests of the estate. 

Then came the suit of the stockholders of 
the Yerkes underground railway of London. 
The stockholders sued the estate in New 
York for $700,000, and ell of the New York 
property wes put ip the hands of a temporary 
receiver. 

Mrs. Yerkes then hurriedly left Chicago for 
New York to fight the case. At that time she 
was taken ill and remained under a physi- 
cian’s care several months. 

Last October Mrs. Yerkes filed suit in the 
Cook county Circuit ¢ourt to enjoin Mr. 
Owéley from turning over the Consolidated 
Traction bonds owned by the estate to the re- 
organization committee, and for a judgment 
against the Chicago Railways company for 
the face value of the bonds, and the accrued 
interest, amounting in all toa little more than 
$4,500,000.

‘SMOKELESS CITY 
ROUTE IS SHOWN 


Inspector Bird in Report Says 
That Electrification Must 
Be Forced. 


COSTS THE CITY $17,600,000. 


The ideal of making Chicago “ the smoke- 
less city’ is a practical aim and the first 
step toward it is the electrification of its rail- 
way terminals. 

Pau! P. Bird, chief of the municipal bureau 
of emoke inspection, issued his report yester- 
day upon the accomplishments of his four 
years under the now retiring administration. 
In it he set forth repeatedly a declaration that 
railway terminal electrification must be 
forced, as rapidly as possible 

He based his argument "pon statistics re- 
sulting from Investigations that showed 43 
per cent of the smoke nuisance due to loco- 
motives and proved that there is little hope of 
reducing this smoke through the use of me- 
chanical devices to a point low enough to sat- 
isfy the public. 

He reported that his four years’ activities 
had reduced the total smoke nuisance to 66 
per cent of its former extent and that with 
the railroads electrified, it now would be but 
88 per cent of what it was in 1907. 


Why Electric System Is Needed. 

Among his declarations relative to electri- 
fication were these: 

Electrification is absolutely essential. It 
must be brought about if Chicago is to bea 
clean city. 

The conclusion ts that electrification offers 
the only final and satisfactory solution of the 
railway smoke problem. 

Fully one-half of the dirt caused by soft 
coal smoke comes from steam locomotives. 

These conc)usions, ft is expected, will playa 
prominent part in the consideration by the 
loca] transportation commiteet of the Brit- 
ten mandatory ordinance to compel the opera- 
tion of all railroads in Chicago by “ smoke- 
less power.” A series of public hearings Is 
contemplated and probably will be started 
immedéiately after the organization of the new 
council. 

Inspector Bird's discussion of “The Fu- 
ture’ with recommendations that the aprro- 
priation for hie department be increaseé fol- 
lows in part: 

“Tt io entirely practical to reduce greatly 
the amount of smoke that today pollutes the 


At some length he emphasized the nee@ for 
more men and estimated the cost of an ade- 
quate inepection bureau between §125,000 
and $150,000. 

The practical means by which the reéuction 
of smoke can be he listed as 
follows: 

Electrification of railroads. 

Central station power and heat. 


He based this conclusion upon an investigu- 
téon at Cleveland, O., which showed the 
loss of that city due to smoke at

population equals the sum of $17,600,000 per 
year. This is almost four-fifths of all taxes 
levied in the city of Chicago for all munici- 
pal purposes. In other words, the citizens 
of Chicago are losing each year because of 
the smoke nuisance a sum equal to four- 
fifths of the taxes imposed for running the 
entire municipal government. 

**Since the department of smoke inepec- 
tion was organized in 1907 the total cost of 
operating it has been $143,000 to Dec. 31, 
1910. In this period the total logs to the city 
due to smoke, according te the above fig- 
ures, has been $57,200,000. Thus, ff the de 
partment has reduced the smoke but one 
quarter of 1 per cent, it has justified its 
existence.” 

Mr. Bird presented a table showing the per- 
centage of the total smoke produced by each 
class.

FEZ IS REPORTED BESIEGED;

City Said to Be Surrounded by Rebel- 
lious Tribesmen and May Be Forced 
to Surrender.

At Pine avenue the Lake street cars turn 
gouth under the tracks of the Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad. Running close to 
the structure are the tracks of the Chicago 
and Oak Park “elevated” railroad, which 
a few hundred feet east of that point drop 
from the elevated to the surface roadbed 
Lake street then continues eastward on the 
south side of the tracks.

Bond issues and 
annexation questions will be on a separate 
ballot. Those are eligible to vote in 
@ precinct who are registered therein and 
have not moved eince registration. Em-< 
ployé@e may secure two hours “ off” for 
voting by giving notice to their employer 
today. 


Willis H, Wilson, who hag been employed 


_at the Merriam campaign headquarters in 


the Grand Pacific hotel, has disappeared un- 
der circumstances that cause the Merriam 
managers, especially those interestcd in the 
war on First ward election frauds, to fear 
that he has met with foul play. 

The mystery was brought to the attention 
of the headquarters police yesterday, and 
Lieut. Martin O'Malley detailed Detectives 
Bugge, Hayes, and Culleton to make an in- 
vestigation. At a late hour last night they 
had not found a trace of the missing man. 
and his friends concluded he had been the 
victim of foul play. A general “ missing ~ 
notice has been sent to all police stations. 

Many threate to “ get "’ him had been made 
against Wilson, he having been a First ward 
resident and therefore known to many of 
Hinky Dink’s followers, who feared him for 
thet reason as one who could block the usual 
election tricks. 


Carried Newly Bought Revolver. 

Because of the threats Wilson had bought 
a revolver, and, as for severa] nights, he had 
it under his pillow Friday night, when he 
slept in a room of the hotel, guarding the es- 
pecially valuable campaign material. He 
was around on Saturday, went out about 
noon, and did not return. 

The threats against Wilson were made by 
several persons. One man, a former associ- 
ate, was 60 noisy that Wilson threw him out 
of a room and he was put out ofthe hotel. On 
Saturday, just before Wilson disappeared, 


half a dozen rough looking men came to the 


hostelry looking for him, but were warneé 
away when some of their remarks were over- 
heard. They went away muttering that they 
would ** get *’ him. 

That there existed a strong motive for put 
ting Wilson out of the way was indicated by 
the nature of his work. In connection with 
the Burns Dettctive agency, he bad been 
engaged in running down First ward frauda, 
especially in registration. 


Interested in Prosecutions 

The missing man also had signed the com- 
plaints on which four arrests were made. 
These cases are to come up before Judge Cot- 
trell in the Municipal court next Wednesday. 
Those accused A. Armbruster, James En- 
right, William ultz, and Harry Brown, 807 
State street. Perjury and attempts to register 
fraudulently are charged against these men. 

A report that Wilson was short a consider- 
able sum of money was denied by Robert M. 
Buck, on behalf of the Merriam campaign 
committee, who said Wileon was to have dis- 
tributed printed matter at the Auditorium 
theater meeting Saturday night, but did not 
appear. Wilson had been living at the Chi 
cago Mills hotel, 733 State street. 


Vote Fraud Plans Exposed. 

An exposé of the election plans of the New 
tenants of “ Hinky Dink ” and “ Bathhouse 
John” to vote hundreds of lodging house 
derelicts, dead men, and imported scour- 
ings of the underworld from nearby cities 
for Carter H. Harrison was made last even- 
ing. 

Every detail of the carefully planned cam- 
paign of fraud is known, say the attorneys 
for the Merriam committee, and a checkmate 
for every proposed move has been prepared. 
Detectives of the Burns agency in the employ 
of the committee have sat in the councils of 
the “ Hink’s”’ captains, have watched the 
collection of the underworld funds for the 
election work, and have witnessed the ad4- 
vance istribution of « part of the collected 
currency for promised crooked work at the 
polls. 

Word of the fina) meeting of the underworld 
committee and the names of the men who will 
attend its session tonight at 440 State street 
was brought to Merriam headquarters by the 
spies in ‘ Hinky Dink’s”™ camp last evening. 

How They Will Line Up. 

Among those to whom the word has been 
passed to be at the final Harrison counoil are 
the following: 

“IKE” BLOOM, manager of the notorious 
Freiburg es Twenty-second street dance hail 
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avenue, and precinct captein in Hinky Dink’s 
organization.

JOHN GRIFFIN, Republicans state repre- 
sentative and protegé of Hinky Dink. 

HARRY KNOWLTON, owner of the Stagg 
hotel, 79 Van Buren street. 

HARRY WILLIAMS, a saloonkeeper at 
Wabash avenue and Twenty-second street. 

MIKE BOSTON, resort owner at 2014 
Armour avenue. 


“Floater’s’ Cash in Sight. 

The stream of coin which is to be used to- 
morrow at the First ward polling places 
started Saturday from Hinky Dink’s sa- 
ioon, at Clark and Van Buren streets, the 
investigators from Merriam headquarters 
eaid last night. 

“ One man took a package of bills to Andy 
Craig’s saloon,”’ one of the operatives re- 
ported, “‘and divided it among «six men, 
whose names I have and who were instructed 
to wet the ‘floaters’ early and ‘take care 
of them.’ The six men were heard to in- 
struct a number of First ward lodging house 
denizens in-the place. Others were given 
similar instructions in a basement pool room 
near Harrison and State streets/’ 

“Ike” Bloom, according to the opera- 
tives, has been heard making promises to 
men who want to start gambling places after 
the election. It ig said the dance hall mana- 
ger has declared that every man who helps 
‘‘put Harrison across” will be taken care 
of “‘ when the four times mayor is re#lected.”’ 


Advice to Ambitious Gamblers. 

One of theee men who went to Bloom to get 
pointers about campaign work a few days 
ago, got this answer, according,to a detect- 
ive’s report; 

* Just use your own judgment for the pres- 
ent and if I find you can be of any benefit I 
will call on you. The reformers have stirred 
up such a rotten fuss that everybody is leery, 
hut we are hoping for the best, at that.” 

-Another man who, the detectives say, has 
heen especially active the last few days in 
jretting every one lined up for Harrison and 
Hinky Dink, is Pat O'Malley, one of the 
newly appointed election officials of the Sev- 
enth precinct fn the First ward. 

O’Malley’s saloon has been raided several 
times in the last few monthe, and on each 
occasion the police have found evidence that 
it was a gainbling resort. 


Merriam Plans Completed. 

In the face of this illicit activity the Mer- 
riam committee plans are made to stop the 
illegal attempts to vote the first thing in the 
morning by arrests which will be made at 
the instant an illegal voter appears to try 
to cast a ballot. 

State's Attorney Wayman and every avail- 
able attaché will be on fraud duty, the city 
police will be on watch, and these forces 
will be augmented by squads of private de- 
tectives In the employ of the Republican 


- committee, as well as watchers and chal- 


lengers at every polling place in the “ fraud 
wards.”’ 

“ We have men with Hsts containing the 
description of every man on the registers 
who is disqualified,” declared Attorney 
George I. Haight. “‘ They will be at the polls 
as watchers and challengers. They also 
will be provided with a liet of the dead men’s 
names—some 200 in the First ward alone— 
and if any man tries to impersonate one of 
these he will be arrested at once. 

‘We believe in doing business with these 
fellows. We are not going to challenge their 
votes and then stop. We are going to send 


them to cells.” 


Rewards of $500 Offered. 

This morning placards are to be posted In 
every section of the river wards, announcing 
a reward of $500 for information leading to 
the arrest and conviction of any one attempt- 
ing to vote illegally, for any attempts to in- 
timidate voters, or for evidence showing that 
judges and clerks violate the law in the poll- 
ing places in any way. 

Protest was made to the election board 
during the afternoon that voters of the 
Twenty-fifth ward were being instructed 
how to vote a split Republican ticket against 
Al& Merriam on a voting machine at 4005 
Sheridan road. The men in charge of the 
machine were told to indicate no party pref- 
erence in explaining the working of the vot- 
ing machine. All of the sixteen machines 
which are to be used tomorrow are in pre- 
cincts said to Be heavily Republican. 

Fears that a Democrat had been appoint- 
ed as a Republican election clerk in the 

¢thirty-eighth precinct of the Twentieth ward 
were dissipated yesterday when it wes 
learned that David F. Doubt, a well known 
Republican, had been named by the election 
commissioners to succeed James M. Watt, 
who recently resigned. 

“ We have the reports of two detectives who 
heard a bartender for O’Malley making ar- 
rangements with ‘two men from Momence, 
Ill., to come to the First ward to vote on elec- 
tion day,”’ Attorney Edmund Adcock of the 
Merriam forces said. ~ “ After the arrange- 
ments were made the bartender communli- 
cated the facts to O'Malley. Both men said 
they would have to have money if they came 


in to vote. 


“Right Parties Will Count Votes.” 

“A bartender in George Little’s place ‘is 
quoted in one of our reports as saying: ‘ The 
regulars are ali Mned up and al! the boys have 
been instructed to vote right. There is no 
chance of losing, as the frame-up is complete. 
The right parties Will count the ballots.’ 

“That is just a sample of the information 
we have. In every important conference held 
in the last week we have had a representative. 
Our detectives an@ investigators have been 
working hand in hand with the lieutenantsof 
Hinky Dink and know every move that is to 
be made to throw thousands of illegal votes to 
Harrison on election day. 

“We estimate that not fewer than 2,700 
votes of this character will be cast in the 
Firet ward alone, and in the Eighteenth, 

“Twenty-first, and two or three other wards a 
‘total of 5,000 votes will be cast fraudulently 
if the ward heelers’ plans carry out.”’

The police of Berlin seem to be omipres- 
ent. From the minute a visitor arrives at 
the depot until he takes the train to depart 
he is the entire time under the watchful eye 
of a police official im uniform, besides the 
great many plein clothes men who ere scat- 
tered all over the city. The Berlin police 
are recruited from noncommissioned officers 
of the German army. They are dressed al- 
most like soldiers, with a large sword dan- 
gling from their side and a brags covered 
helmet, which gives them at least to the 
American eye, quite a martial eppearance. 
Thies uniform would be much out of place in 
our country, but it serves to remind the 
German constantly of the mejesty of the law. 

On arrtving at the depot in Berlin a st ger 
goes to the policeman on duty who is g 
there with a large ring to which are attached 
@ great many brass checks with numbers. 
The policeman asks him i he ‘wants a cab 
or a taxi and gives him a tag with ae cor- 
responding number. - 

A railroad employé will call out the num- 
ber and without any confusion or being 
hustled around by cab men, anxious to seoure 
a fare, the visitor will be taken to a hotel. 
Upon arriving there he will have to sign a 
paper giving his name, where he comes from, 
his destination, how long he intends to etay, 
etc., etc. This notice will be sent to the 
police at once and gives them some contro) 
about the arrival and departure of strangers. 

This is not only required by the law to 
people stopping at hotels, but even at private 
residences. On leaving the city the police 
have to be notified again and any infringe- 
ment of this law le punished quite severely. 

At all intersections of prominent street 
crossings policemen are stationed, mounted 
as well as on foot, and ata sign of their hand

all traffic is stopped to allow pedestrians 


to cross the street. The inborn respect of 


‘the German for the law makes the taak of 


regulating traffic a great deal easier in Ger- 
many than in thig country, and no driver 
of a carriage or automobile, no matter what 
high personage may occupy the vehicle, 
would dare to disobey the silent order of the 
policeman. 

The detectives of the Berlin: police are 
especially selected men of the force, men of 
goo4 education (some of them speak three 
or four languages), and who have shown 
extraordinary ability in thelr work. A de- 
tective assigned to one special line of police 
work will not be shifted and put to some 
other work. The lieutenants, captains, eto., 
are selected from among army officers and 
the legal profession, and are able, experi- 
enced, and well trained men. 

The discipline in the German police force 
is as strict as in the army and any diaobedi- 
ence of the rules is punished severely. Poli- 
tics, change of administration, or the removal 
of a superior officer has absolutely no influ. 
ence upon the police force. All that is asked 
of the men is obedience and strict attend- 
ance to duty, and as long as a man fills these 
requirements he is sure of his position and 
gradual promotion 

Physically the men cannot compare with 
the police force of Chicago, ag most of them 
are men in middle life; in fact, in all my 
travels through Europe I have hardly found 
a body of men like the Chicago policemen.

At 1:45 o’clock the 
tubes settled into the trench which had been 
dug for them in the river bed, and the tops 
of the towers, from which streamed flags and 
banners, were the only signs of the huge steel 
mass beneath the water.

Lynching Threatened if Leaders of 
Negro Mob Is Caught. 
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SALOON MAN GIVES CLEW. FUND FOR RELIEF. 


Laurel, Del., April 2.—[Special.}—One 
white boy was killed and three white men 
seriously wounded in a race battle in the 
streets here last night. It is said that sev- 
eral negroes also were wounded, but that 
they were taken away and hidden by their 
friends. 

More than 1,500 shots were fired during the 
fight. It was begun by a band of negroes 
who suddenly appeared on the streets and 
opened fire on a crowd of whites in one of the 
principal streets of the town. 

The whites, arming themselves, drove the 
negroes back and were preparing to invade 
the negro quarter when all of the street lights 
were turned out. Fearing an ambush, the 
whites returned to their homes after guarc- 
ing the streets for several hours to prevent 
a renewal! of the attack by the negroes. 


Raid Made Upon Blacks. 

After daylight the chief of police, with sev- 
eral other officers and special deputies, en- 
tered the black belt and raided the house 
which was supposed to be the headquarters 
of the disorderly blacks. Three men suspect- 
ed of being ringleaders in the movement of 
the blacks were arrested. 

If the officers can prove that any of the 
suspects were the leaders of the mob it is 
feared the whites will attempt to lynch them,

‘Premier Agrees to Plea of King 


That. He Keep Office. 


TO FORM NEW CABINET. 


Settlement of Question Is Not Pleasing 
to Vatican. 


MADRID, Apri!'2.—The ministerial crisis, 
which appeared fraught with great danger, 
seems to have ended as abruptly asit began. 
It has resolved itself into a second recon- 
struction of the Canalejas ministry. 

King Alfonso today received Sefior,Cana- 
lejas and requested him to continue in power. 
The premier agreed on condition that he be 
permitted to make such changes in the cab- 
inet ag he deemed necessarye To this the 
king assented. 

The premier hopes that the work of recor- 
struction may be ended tomorrow and that 
the new ministry will appear in the cortés 
without delay.

BODY THEN CAST INTO RIVER 


Further Identification of American 
Youth in Rome, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ROME, April 2.—Dr. Welsford, who attend- 
ed Henry Lawrence Wolfe, the missing art 
student whose body is supposed to have been 
found in the river Tiber yesterday, called at 
the morgue today accompanied by Frederic 
Crowninshield, director of the American 
academy here, and two students named 
Chamberlain and Fairbanks. 

They all knew Woilfe well, and today they 
viewed the body taken from the river. All 
were convinced it was that of the missing 
student, and they were particularly im- 
pressed by the fact that the underclothing 
was of the kind worn by Wolfe. 

Dr. Welsford measured the head of the 
dead man and found that it corresponded to 
that of Wolfe in point of size, ag did the feet. 
The only thing to cast doubt on the identifice- 
tion was the discovery that the trousers were 
unlike any known to have been in posseg- 
sion of Wolfe, and they were held up by a 
beit, whereas the missing man always wore 
suspencers. 

Dr. Welsford said he had been unable to 
find any trace of wounds except one deep 
cut on the breast which might have cause 
death. From all the circumstances he is of 
the opinion that Wolfe was murdered in a 
resort and his body thrown in the river to 
conceal the crime. He thinks that a stone 
was tide to the belt by a cord and that the 
latter wore in two and let the body rise to the 
surf ice.

Sincerity of Taft Undoubted.

was grave in Mexico, that American property 
there was threatened, and that he believed a 
demonstration of this kind would avail to 
secure order, to prevent smuggling or filibus- 
tering, and to maintain property interests 
iniact.

Uncle Sam doesn't propose again to be left 
im the lurch in event of war, so far as the 
‘medical corps of the United States regular 
‘army is concerned. 

Sixty-seven physicians and surgeons of 
Chicago just have received commissions as 
@ret Neutenants with the medical reserve 
crops, and thirteen more just have qualified 
for like appointments. They expect to be 

/ gommissioned by the senate at the special ses- 
Mon of congress. 

When this is done, the United States wil) 
have a medical organization such ag made 
the Japanese so much superior to the Rus- 
sians in the Russo-Japanese war. 

Whether Uncle Sam expects war isa matter 
won which Capt. James F. Hall of the regu- 
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lar medical] corps in Chicago declined to com-~ 
ryit himself, but he did admit that the gov- 
ernment is making elaborate preparations 
to take care of incapacitated troops in event 
f war. 

The doctors appointed on the reserve staff 
ere “minute men.”” They may be called to 
the field of battle or sent to civil hospitals 
anywhere to.care for sick and wounded sol- 
diers, the same as regular army officers. The 
reserve corps is commissioned to augment 
‘and supplement the regular medical corpa 
It is an inactive list of prominent physicians 
and surgeons in times of peace, and never 
will be called to active duty, except in time 
ef war. None of the reserve corps receives 
eny emolument except for active service. 


Teach Federal Administration. 

To prepare the reserve staff for valuable 
use, when needed, the government proposes 
to teach it the general scheme of administra- 
tion in times of war. The scheme is divided 
into these four special functions: 

1. Sanitation. 

2. Proper care of sick and wounded. 

8. Provision of medical and hospita! sup- 
Diies. 

4. Collecting sick and wounded from battle- 
field and transporting them to various hosp!i- 
tals. 

“Those four functions include many thing? 
@f which the ordinary practitioner entirely 
ts ignorant,”’ said Capt. Hall. “ The medica! 
corps must attend to everything in the way of 
medical supplies and treatment on the baftle- 
field. 

Have Many Duties. 

“The different sanitary units have to be 
established so as to be in reach of troops and 
yet out of range of the enemy’s fire. The 
medical staff must attend to thé rations, as 
well as to the sick, and to the tentage, as well 


- @s to the ambulances. The medical depart- 
| ment must epect temporary hospitale and 
. scour the battlefield for sick and wounded. 


“All these thinge wil) be taught to the re- 
) @erve corps. It is probable not many of them 
twill be called to the front, but they may be, 


* and the war department wants them to have 


- practical knowledge of the scheme of adrhin- 
istration.’’ | 
Capt. Hall also said there had been some 
@alk of teaching the army maneuvers to the 
peserve corps, but that poaction yet had been 
taken along that line. 


Tend to Five Hospital Units. 

“ The hospital service is one of the most im- 
portant,” said Capt. Hall “ Inall big ware 
the hospitals always are filled with sick and 
wounded. There are five hospital units. each 
equal in importance. There is the field hospi- 
tal, the one on the battlefield, where the sick 
end wounded are taken for temporary treat- 
ment; the evacuation hospital, a few miles 
from the field; the base hospital, still farther 
Pack; and the general hospital, still farther 
away. The base hospital usually is an im- 

. Provised building, while the fleld and evacu- 
ation hospitals usually are tents. When ell 
the hospitals are filled, the troops entirely in- 


. capacitated are removed to civil hospitals in 


cities like Chicago, New York, and 
Boston. 
" “Tt will be the duty of the reserve corps 
to take care of the soldiers in the civil hos- 
pitals. With the scheme in effect the medica! 
@epartment will not be crippled, even if the 
entire regular corps is sent to the front. In 
the past it has been necessary for a portion 
of the regular army physicians to stay at the 
eivil hospitals.”’

‘To say the department needs * reorgen- 
igation’ is to utter a misleading piatitude,”’ 
réads the advance proof. “It needs organ- 
ization. So much of so whkiely diveraified 
business cannot be done well unless the in- 
stitution doing it is well organized and com- 
petentiy manned.”’ 

The commissioner believes the water busi- 
ness might be separated from the rest of the 
department, as its operations are almost en- 
tirely distinct and separate from those of 
other bureaus. Among other primary con- 
siderations, he holds a demand for closer co- 
ordination of his department with the board 
of local improvements, and the need of 

meking the city engineer the rea! head of the 
city’s engineering work, and not merely the 
chief of a bureau, where he is incumbered by 
routine and detail 
Outlines Work to Be Dorie. 

His analysis of the situation is preceded 
by brief statements of the improvements in- 
augurated under difficulties during the seven 
months of his administration in 1910, He 
explains that it is infended not so much as 
a recital of achievements as the amount of 
such work that should be done. ° 

Speaking of the disorganized condition of 


the department and its causes, Mr. Mullaney 


wrote; 

‘In the last twenty years responsibilities 
have added in respect to boca! transportation, 
track elevation, care of streets and alleys, 
disposal of wastes, water supply, mainte- 
nance and operation of sewers, harbor de- 
velopment, bridge construction, end so on 
through the whole List, which were unthought 
of when the department was created.

“With the t form of organization, 
the city engineer, as head of the bureau of 
engineering, is directly responsible under the 
municipal code for all details, both technical 
ané edministrative, In all of these different 
oleasses of work. A competent clerk can do 
much of the work now imposed on the city 
engineer, and do it quite as well az he can. 

” The city engineer's duties should be made 
to egree with his title He sbould be in 
fact city engineer, suggesting and planning 
the city’s big engineering projects, super- 
vising execution of them, and passing finally 
on ali technical engineering questions in the 
department. Proper discharge of those duties 
would take all of his time.’

NEARS THE CRISIS 


Some Senators Believe Life of 
Helm Committee Depends 
on Kohlsaat. 


FOES ARE READY TO ACT. 


Grete 


Busy Week Is Ahead for Both 
Houses of Legislature at 
Springfield. 


Springfield, Tll., April 2.—Interest among 
the senate members will center this week on 
developments of the senate bribery invstiga- 
tion committee rather than on matters of leg- 
islation. 

Some of the senators believe the life of 
the Helm committee depends entirely upon 
the senate’s decision as to whether or not 
Herman H. Kohlisaat, the Chicago publisher, 
is compelled to divulge the source of in- 
formation which he @aims to have that 
$100,000 was raised to elect Senator Lori- 
mer. This matter probably will be taken 
up by the senate on Friday morning. 

The s.me senators say that in the event 
of the senate finding In Mr. Kohlsaat’s favor 
they will immediately offer a resolution call- 
ing for the discharge of the Helm committee. 
Local politicians declare the work of the in- 
vestigators will reach a crisis this week. 
“It is understood the testimony of Senators 
Isey and Womack, who voted for Lawrence 
b. Stringer during the senatorial deadlock, 
former United States Senator Albert B. H6p- 
kins, and House Doork¢eeper Carl H. Burgett 
of Newman, Ill, will be heard by the bribery 
committee before the citation of Mr. Kohl- 
saat at the bar of the senate. 

Republican Senators to Caucus. 

The Republican senators probably will hold 
a caucus on Wednescay night for the pur- 
pose of whipping into shape and for final con- 
sideration on the senate floor the initiative 
and referendum resolution with its numeroug 
proposed amendments. 

With the opening of this week's session on 
Wednesday will come a big fight on the ad- 
ministration’s anti-pass bill, already defeated 
for recommendation by the senate railroads 
committee but recommitted. 

The. fireworks will start wfth the calling 
up of the resolution, which if adopted will 


place the anti-pass bill on the senate calen- 


dar on the order of second reading. Gov. 
Deneen feels confident the measure will pase 
the senate but is doubtful as to its success in 
the house. 

On Wednesday afternoon a public hearing 
on the full train crew and the employers’ lia- 


bility will be hed by the senate committee 


on labor, mines, and mining. 

Under a special order the civil service

many of the old stars of those days have 
rose to remember. 

‘Ed” Merriam got his real start as a 
college athlete back in 1889 at Lenox college. 
Hut even before that, when he attended high 

hool at Hopkinton, Ia., he took part in all 
weg carnivals and was a member of the 
rack, baseball, \and football teams, besides 
eing a popular leader of his fellows.

On Track, Team Four Years. 

For four years Merriam was a member of 
the college track and field team at Lenox. 
He competed in the shotput, one mile walk, 
hind quarter mile run, three track sports 
Which call for ruggedness and ability to 
“ stick.” At every meet in which his team 
took part, from 1589 to 18093, he was a point 

. winner. Although light in weight for the 
shotput, the present candidate for mayor 
heaved the weight thirty-five feet, which In 
those days ‘was considered some put. 

Later, when Merriam attended the Univer- 
Rity of Iowa, he chose to show his new com- 
banions something of the “.personal liberty ”’ 
bf athletes. He entered the state university 
games and became a record hokier. During 
bne of these meets he hung up @ mark of 
3022-5 in the 440 yard run. which stood as a 
Pecord fer some rs. “Ed’”’ also liked to 
Walk to Victor y—same as he would now—and 
ec coulc. walk, according to his friends and 
tue record book. During his career at the 
slate university he*established a mark of 
s07 for the mile event, which since has been 
topped from collegiate athletics as too ex- 
hausting a contest.- 

Not content with the 440 yard run and the 
mile walk marks, Merriam tried the half 
tile, and his record of 2:06 was nothing to 
“throw mud at.’’ 

‘Merriam trained not enly in the summer 
but was at it the year round. He would 
elip out to the track with perhaps only one 
of his boy fripnds, who would act as starter, 
timer, judge,*and spectator.

Reported Oil and Tobacco: 


Cases Will Be Ruled on by 
the Supreme Court. 


PREDICT MIXED VERDICT. 


Officials Think Standard Will 
Lose; Not So Confident Re- 
garding Other Defendant. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT .] 

Washington, D. C. April 2.—[Special]—For 
the third time in the last month it is reported 
the the United States Supreme court is 
abdoutto hand down its decisions in the Stand- 
ard Oil and Tobacco trust cases. The court 
meets tomorrow after a fortnight’s recess 
and the general expectation in official cir- 
cles seems to be that the decisions will be 
forthcoming. 

It is understood that Attorney General 
Wickersham expects the decisions tomorrow, 
though whether he has any definite reasons 
for this. belief is not known. 

Officials connected with the department of 
fustice are confident that the decision wi!l 
be in favor of the government in the Stand- 
ard Oi] case, but it is significant that they 
are not so confident when it comes to the 
tobacco trustsuit. They wouldn't be surprie- 
ed if the corporation won in the latter case, 
in which the government failed to submit 
proof so strong as that presented against 
the Standard. 


Don’t Expect Interpretation. 
Those who have followed the cases closely 


say they are not so confident that the court } 


will deliver an interpretation of the Sherman 
anti-trust act which will clear up the diffi- 


_ culties of protecting the people under its 


provisions from the oppression of great com- 
binations of capital. They say it ie not at 
all unlikely that the court will sustein the 
lower court’s decision against the Standard 
giving ample reasons therefor, but not en- 
tering upon any general discussion of trust 
problems which might serve es e guide for 
future prosecution. 

Whatever the character of the decisions, 
however, the administration will begin a 
new chapter of policy in dealing with trusts. 
If the law is found adequate President Taft 
will extend his attack to include combinations 
hitherto untouched. If the court discourages 
the present line of attack the president will 
esk congress for further legislation. 


New Law Is Not Unlikely. 
Attorney General Wickersham has denied 
that he is contemplating framing a law under 
more successfully 
curbed than under the Shermanect. But it 
49 not ublikely that he will be called upon in 
the end to do exactly that thing. 
It was Mr. Wickersham who conceived the 
principle of the corporation tax—that of levy- 
‘ing ean assessment upon the privilege of doing 
business in the artificial but advantageous 
corporetion form. It stood thetest of the 
courts and the president consequently is de- 
Nghted with his attorney general's states- 
manship. He is confident Mr. Wickersham (is 
the man to devise additional anti-trust legis- 
lation if it should be needed.

'PRAR HOLOGAUST IN GHIGAGO 


Underwriters’ Board Blames Pol- 
ities for Fire Hazards. 


SAY LAWS ARE VIOLATED. 


‘‘Should Lock Stable Before Horse Is 
Stolen,’’ Advises Official. 


The Chicago board of underwriters, while 
an organization chiefly looking after physi- 
cal hazards in property, is not unmindful of 
the danger to life that it often confronts in 
its inspection work. Since the recent New 
York holocaust, officers of this organization 
have not been hesitant to call attention to 
similar conditions in Chicago. The local 
board, in connection with the passage of 
building ordinances, has always used its {n- 
fluence to see to it that life was amply‘pro- 
tected as well as property. 

Fire insurance companies in- their work 
over the country, in recommending building 
codes and fire protection, have appealed to 
city councils not only to build cities beauti- 
ful, and cities well protected from conflagra~ 
tion and fire loss, but have insisted on every 
possibile precaution against loss of life 
through fire. Officers of the Chicago board 
declare there are entirely too many viola- 
tions of ordinances brought about through 
political influence. Buildings are thus;weak- 
ened from a fire proctection standpoint, and 
both life and property are exposed to greater 
| danger. This condition affects not only the 
risk directly concerned but al] exposing 
property. 

The Chicago board has inspectors constant- 
ly at work and foany weaknesses are thus 
brought out where the city ordinances if 
obeyed would eliminatethem. 

“I would not be surprised at any time,” 
remarked a prominent official of the local 
underwriters organization, ‘‘ to see the New 
York disaster repeated here. We wait until 
some calamity takes place and then our 
authorities get busy and make a grandstand 
play to the public. What we want is to lock 
the stable before the horse is stolen. If the 
present ordinances in Chicagowere enforced 
without fear or favor property and people 
would be well protected.”
